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This  Is  an  Emergency 

AH  during  the  war  this  nation  had  the 
word  "emergency  dinned  into  its  ears  by 
those  in  authority  at  Ottawa.  Greater  Vic- 
toria. however,  has  been  living  in  the  midst 
of  a housing  emergency  now  for  more  than 
eighteen  months  I he  condition  is  a pain- 
fully visible  one.  There  are  between  800 
and  1.000  buildings  in  the  area  partially  con- 
structed. and  not  one  of  them  capable  /t >f 
being  brought  into  use  with  today's  dribble 
of  building  materials.  That  condition  is 
one  that  must  be  remedied,  and  it  is  in  the 
national  interest  to  do  so. 

Ottawa  was  quick  enough  to  declare  Vic- 
toria an  "Emergency  Shelter  District"  during 
the  war.  There  was  no  little  pressure 
brought  to  bear  upon  citizens  to  accept 
lodgers  into  their  homes.  "Billeting"  was 
even  mentioned,  although  someone  in  au- 
thority had  the  good  sense  to  refrain  from 
attempting  its  enforcement  by  law.  Well, 
today  the  emergency  is  not  less,  but  consider- 
ably more  acute  The  hundreds  of  homes 
that  arc  partially  erected  could  provide  ac- 
commodation for  some  1.000  individuals, 
who  now  arc  living  superimposed  on  a like 
number  of  other  individuals. 

Will  the  Federal  Government  move  in 
this  cleat  and  visible  emergency ' Will  it  do 
one  of  two  things.'  Will  it  either  make  the 
"priority"  system  of  its  own  creation  func- 
tion. so  that  materials  can  be  supplied  to 
complete  these  homes,  of  will  it  waive  the 
priority  system  in  this  region,  and  so  let  the 
producers  and  distributors  get  on  with  the 
job  at  first  hand'  Either  of  these  tw'o 
courses  would  work  For  preference  our 
choice  would  be  the  second  one.  the  removal 
of  so  much  needless  and  inoperative  red  tape 

Certainly,  something  will  have  to  be  done 
to  complete  these  homes  before  Winter  comes. 
7 his  is  an  emergency  as  acute  as  any  Greater 
Victoria  has  ever  known.  Only  action  can 
bring  a solution,  and  only  Ottawa  can  act. 
Will  the  Government  act'  • 


Unprrparrfl 

The  motoring  public  is  both  interested  in 
and  co-operating  with  city  efforts  to  improve 
traffic  regulation  here  That  has  been  shown 
by  the  conduct  of  most  drivers  in  the  last  48 
hours.  On  the  other  hand,  why  did  the  city 
launch  the  first  of  its  new  traffic  regulations 
so  ill  prepared  for  their  actual  execution' 
There  u yet  nothing  to  tell  the  visiting 
motorists,  for  instance,  that  there  should  be 
no  left  turns  on  Douglas  Street  while  traffic 
lights  arc  operating.  Parking  signs  are  still 
missing  at  many  points.  The  traffic  lanes 
that  were  to  have  been  an  integral  part  of  the 
scheme  are  not  yet  in  existence  A little  more 
steady  preparation  before  applying  the  first  of 
the  new  regulations  would  have  insured  a 
much  more  comprehensive  response  from  the 
driving  public. 

As  matters  stand,  the  only  thing  to  do 
now  is  to  proceed  with  the  initial  installment 
of  the  plan  Missing  signs  and  signals  should 
be  rushed  into  place.  Parking  and  no-park- 
ing strips  should  be  clearly  marked  At  main 
intersections  on  Douglas  Street  there  should 
he  clear  signs  prohibiting  the  trans-traffic 
left  turn  If  traffic  lanes  are  to  be  relied  on 
they  must  be  marked  out  on  the  street  If 
these  things  arc  addad  there  can  then  be  a 
fair  test  of  the  new  system,  in  its  initial  ap- 
plication at  least. 

As  we  have  already  stated,  the  mam 
element  in  our  traffic  problem  remains  to  be 
tackled.  It  is  the  city  "loop."  Until  the 
heart  of  the  city  ia  cleared  for  a reasonable 
"flow"  of  traffic  not  very  much  can  be  ex- 
pected from  the  straightening  out  of  traffic 
along  two  arteries,  each  for  a few  short 
blocks.  The  loop  ’ is  the  crux  of  the  prob- 
lem. and  until  clear-cut  provisions  are  made 
for  that  there  can  be  small  change  in  the 
general  picture  here  I’he  city  has  made  a 
beginning  Now  let  it  go  ahead  as  if  it 
meant  it  The  driving  public  will  respond 

Krpitrutionn 

It  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  those 
not  present  at  the  proceedings  to  weigh  in 
their  full  values  any  of  the  decisions  taken  at 
the  Paris  Peace  Conference  For  instance, 
reparations  have  been  agreed  upon  in  prin- 
ciple over  the  objection  of  Australia  and 
New  Zealand,  but  with  the  accord  of  a full 
majority  of  the  conferees  Reparations  fell 
into  disrepute  after  the  Great  War.  and  gen- 
erally speaking  had  later  to  be  waived  Cir 
cumstances.  however,  do  alter  cases,  and  the 
Paris  Conference  is  clearly  of  the  view  that 
reparations  are  owing  by  enemy  states  to 
those  countries  they  damaged  bv  a war  of 
naked  aggression 

Western  dainfs  have  been  modest  in  that 
direction  Almost  without  exception  western 
states  have  taken  the  view  that  they  want 
little  from  Germany  or  Italy,  bevond  the 
outright  and  enforceable  assurance  of  their 
continued  good  behaviour  in  resp*ct  of  world 
peace.  Western  nations,  however,  have  en- 
dorsed fhf  Eastern  view  that  reparations  are 
both  justified  and  necessary  in  some  instances, 


and  it  is  that  fact  that  needs  to  be  explained 
more  fully  than  to  date  it  has  been. 

The  crux  of  the  matter  is  that  reparations 
have  been  exacted  and  collected  almost 
steadily  since  hostilities  in  the  world  conflict 
ended.  Following  the  Potsdam  Conference 
of  the  main  sponsoring  powers,  the  removal 
of  heavy  industrial  machinery  from  Germany 
was  both  authorized  and  progressively 
carried  out.  I he  eastern  section  of  Germany, 
if  reports  are  reliable,  has  been  fairly  well 
combed  already,  This  machinery  has  gone 
in  large  part . to  the  principal  suffere/  at 
German  hands.  Russia  One  can  understand 
the  logic  of  that,  and  at  least  the  desire  of 
the  Russians  for  some  recompense  for  all  of 
the  destruction  wrought  in  the  western  por- 
tion of  their  land 

At  the  same  time.  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land will  not  be  alone  in  doubting  the  effi- 
cacy of  reparations  which  extend  into  the 
distant  future.  Until  world  trade  has  re- 
sumed how  are  such  payments  to  be  as- 
sembled.' 

Victorian  Honored 

A merited  honor  will  go  to  a well  known 
Victoria  educationist  this  Autifmn.  when  Dr. 
S.  .1  Willis,  former  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation in  this  Province,  will  receive  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  from  the 
University  of  British  Columbia  ai  its  com- 
ing congregation.  The  announcement  made 
by  President  MacKcnzie  at  the  University 
yesterday  will  be  welcomed  throughout  the 
community  and  much  farther  afield 

For  a quarter  of  a century  until  his  retire- 
ment last  year.  Dr.  Willis  was  Superintendent 
of  Education  for  British  Columbia,  and  much 
of  the  time  acted  also  as  deputy  Minister  of 
Education.  His  services  to  the  University 
and  to  the  Province  are  too  well  known  to 
require  mention.  Successive  generations  of 
teachers,  examiners  and  students  came  into 
contact  with  him.  Before  that  again.  Dr. 
Wiihs  was  principal  of  Victoria  College  in 
the  day*  of  its  McGill  affiliation,  and  prin- 
cipal of  the  old  Victoria  High  School 

In  all  of  these  responsible  positions  Dr. 
Willis  showed  himself  to  br  one  of  ihc  best 
friends  of  education  in  Canada  He  has  ad 
vanccd  many  a cause  to  the  point  where 
governmental  policy  has  followed.  He  has 
helped  innumerable  communities  with  an 
understanding  ear  and  what  is  more  with  the 
courage  that  comes  from  conviction.  To  all, 
whether  of  high  or  humble  degree  he  has 
given  distinguished  public  service.  Helping 
still  as  a respected  member  ol  the  Victoria 
Library  Commission,  to  Dr  Willis  will  go 
the  hearty  and  sincere  congratulations  of  this 
community  upon  a distinction  that  has  been 
gracefully  and  abundantly  earned.

NEW  YORK.  Aug.  28-Thi*  Sum- 
mer'a  postwar  crisis  In  European  af- 
fairs is  fast  approaching  Ita  climax. 
The  focal  point  of  the  crisis  u not, 
however,  the  dispute  between  Yugo- 
slavia and  the  United  Stales  Gov- 
ernment, deadly  serious  as  that  la. 
The  really  explosive  point  in  the 
world  today  is  the  most  southeast- 
erly tip  of  the  continent  — where 
Europe  meets  Asia  Minor  at  the 
Bosphorus  and  the  Dardanelles 

There  Is  reason  to  believe  that 
the  current  Yugoslav  affair  was  de- 
liberately precipitated  to  divert  the 
world's  attention  from  Russias 
formal  demand  for  armed  bases  on 
the  Dardanelles  which  Is  wholly  in 
Turkish  territory. 

Turkey.  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  Slates  have  sent  notes  to 
Moscow  rejecting  the  Russian  sug- 
gestion regarding  revision  of  the 
Montreux  Convention  governing 
passage  of  international  shipping 
from  the  Black  Sea  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean. 

The  evidence  that  there  may  be  a 
connection  between  Tito's  spectacu- 
lar handling  of  the  alleged  viola- 
tions of  his  territory  and  Russia's 
diplomatic  pressure  on  Turkey  Ls 
purely  circumstantial,  but  It  is 
nevertheless  Impressive. 

When  this  correspondent  inter- 
viewed Shukru  Saracoglu  last  May 
tn  Ankara,  the  then  Prime  Minister 
of  Turkey  expressed  fears  that  the 
formal  Russian  demand  for  armed 
bases  on  the  Dardanelles  will  come 
suddenly  but  only  after  a*  careful 
plan  of  campaign  has  been  arranged. 
It  was  in  May,  IMS.  that  Russia*— 
unofficially  through  her  amnasaa- 
dor  in  Ankara-  made  the  first  de- 
mand for  control  of  the  straits. 
Since  then  Turkey  has  tried  to  open 
the  question  officially  with  Moscow 
on  several  occasions  but  without 
succeae  It  was  not  difficult  to  as- 
sume that  Moscow  was  biding  Its 
time  for  the  propitious  moment. 
Now,  suddenly,  with  the  Puri*  Con- 
ference under  way,  and  the  Ameri- 
can-YugoHav  crisis  is  at  its  height. 
Moscow  drives  through  with  Its 
long-delayed,  formal  demand  on 
Turkey. 

Middle  Eos’,  diplomats  have  long 
expected  this  moment  It  was  felt 
In  every  chancellery  from  Cairo  lo 
Teheran  that  Russia's  ambition  in 
the  eastern  Mediterranean  wo*  po- 
tentially the  must  pxplosive  factor 
in  the  postwar  situation.  Russia  ap- 
pears eMn  ruined  to  gain  control  of 
the  strait*,  and  Turkey  — tn  the 
words  of  former  Prime  Minister 
Saracoglu  and  present  Foreign  Min- 
ister Hosauii  Salta— “will  fight  the 
moment  an  inch  of  Turkish  sov- 
ereign soil  Is  violated." 

Such  a situation  Is  a far  gi eater 
threat  to  peace  than  Yugoslavia's 
Impudent  but  nevertheless  tragic 
gesture  of  defiance  to  the  United 
States. 

With  Turkey  partially  mobilised 
[»nd  immediately  prepared  to  go  on 
a full  war  footing,  and  with  Rooms 
reported  lo  have  huge  troop  concrn- 
tratlona  northeast  of  the  Turkish 
provinces  of  K»rs.  Artvin  and  Arda- 
i han.  the  situation  i*  exceedingly 
| serious.  The  suspicion  that  the 
Yugoslav  Incident  ls  a camouflage

They  are  easy  to  can  but  the  Agri- 
culture Department  home  econom- 
ist* #uy  It  u Important  to  use  | 
recommended  methods  to  assure 
that  as  much  as  possible  of  the  rood 
value  Is  retained  and  also  to  be  sure 
the  tomatoes  keep  well  until  needed. 

There  are  two  methods  suggested. 
If  whole  tomatoes  are  desired  the 
first  Is  best  but  for  general  use  the 
aecond  method  Is  quick,  easy  and 
gives  excellent  results. 

The  first  method  Is  cold  pack  for 
whole  tomatoes.  Blanch,  remove 
stem  and  peel  tomatoea.  Pack  In 
clean  sealers,  add  one  teaspoon  of 
salt  to  each  quart  sealer.  Cover 
with  boiling  hot  tomato  Juice.  Ad-  ' 
Just  rubber  ring  and  top  With 
acrew  top  sealers  screw  tightly,  then  ' 


loosen  slightly,  unscrewing  not  more 
than  one  Inch  With  spring  top  seal- 
ers spring  the  top  ball  Into  place 
but  do  not  spring  down  the  lower 
one.  With  Vacuum- type  sealer# 
screw  the  band  tightly  or  pul  the 
metal  clamp  In  place 

Process  pints  30  minutes  in  the 
water  bath  or  35  minutes  in  the  oven. 

For  quart  sealers  allow  35  min- 
utes In  the  water  bath  or  46. minutes 
In  the  oven. 

The  second  method  Is  the  cold 
pack  for  tomatoes  Blanch,  remove

British  Columbia  last  year  had

bering 1.942.  were  caused  by  the 
carelessness  of  smokers,  with  dam- 
age of  $219,593.
